REACH TORONTO 


Enormous Crowd Gathers at Sta- 
ticn Awaiting Arrival 
of the Train 


By Bulletin Leased Wire. 

TORONTO, May #1.—Very few pas- 
sengers besides the fifteen Salvation 
Army survivors from the Empress of 
Ireland, the first of the saved to reach 
Toronto, were on the C.P.R. train, 
which arrived at the Union station at 
7 o'clock Saturday evening,

In conclusion the Times says if the 
present rates are too heavy on Cana- 
da, the government's action would be 
quite understood ,but the underwrit- 
ers hold that any reduction would 
mean a tremendous loss, It is due to 
the great cure of navigating officers 
that aceidents in the St. Lawrence 
have not been more numerons, 

Morning Paper Comment, 

London, May 29.-——-The London mor- 
ning papers in commenting editorially 
on the’ Wmpress disaster call for a 
thorough investigation as to whether 
the bulkheads were closed, and if so, 
how was it that the most modern sys- 
tem of water-tight compartments fail- 
ed to keep the ship from sinking. The 
claims for the Hmpress of Ireland 
will be the highest sustained by the 
Lloyds underwriters since the sink- 
ing of the Titanic, It is expected the 
disaster will give a serious check to 
the scheme for establishing a Cana- 
dian Lioyds, with a view of reducing 
the rates charged in London for in- 
suring vessels navigating the St. Law- 
rence, Statistics show that the un- 
derwriters have constantly lost mon- 
ey on such yoyages, OWwIng to the dan- 
gers of the river and the pre valence 
of fogs and ice, 

Storstad’s Culpability, 

The Times, in an editorial, eonsid- 
ers that nothing could have saved the 
Empress of Jreland, considering the 
nature of collision, but asks: ‘*Wihat 
was the Storstad doing to run Into 
the Empress of Lreland, with such sud- 
denness and violence?” 

The Times adds: 

“It is a singular coinciden: that 
the Storstad’s sister ship was run into 
some time ago by the Empress of In- 
dia, the twin ship of the Empress of 
Ireland. On that oceasion, happily no 
lives were lost. Speculation of the 
precise causation of the present disas- 
ter is perhaps premature, but the 
strictest investigation will certainly 
be demanded.”

Criminal Recklessness, 

The Daily Citizen says: ‘*‘Tomorrow 
many questions will be asked. Wheth- 
er there is blame will be decided la- 
ter We have once more a warning 
that the luxurious liners are much 
less safe than is generally assumed, 
and we are reminded agam of sow 
futile is our talk about unsinkable 
ships. The safety problem remains 
unsolved.” 

The Daily News says: “It is a pro- 
foundly disquieting fact that a catas- 
truphe of this magnitude occurs 
whilst the wreek of the Titanic still 
casts its shadows. ‘There may have 
been recklessness on the part of the 
Storstad and therfact that its blow 
sent the Empress « the bottom sug- 
gests that it was travelling at a speed 
which éhe conditions made ermumnally 
reckless. It is clear that no blame at- 
taches to the equipment or navigation 
of the Empress. The Storsvad’s Gulp- 
ubility is beyond question, Nothing in 
the circumstances of this disaster sug- 
gests that it will ever be repeated. The 
wreck reminds us that the sea has ter- 
rors Which the precautions of men can 
never wholly dissipate. The calamity 
suggests that new and drastie regula- 
tions are, necessary.” 

The Morning Post says: ‘The Cana- 
dian authorities can happily claim 
that they have left nothing undone to 
render the navigation of the St. Law- 
renee as safe as human fore-thought 
and ingenuity can render it. The ac- 
cident Was undoubterly unppreventable 
but the fuct that this is the third ac- 
cident in these waters the present 
season inevitably quickens an uneasy 
sense as to the St. Lawrence route as 
one possgssing certain perils of navi- 
gation at certain times of the year.”

COLLIER SHOWS MARKS

Quebec, May 80.—The_ Storstad, 
which sank the Dmpress of Lrelan4, 
pashed up the river on her way to 
Montreal at an early hour this morn- 
ing. Representatives of a Montreal 
newspaper, When dawn was breakng 
and a heavy rain was falling, hailed 
Pilot Nault, who was on the bridge. 

“What was the Storstad = sailing 
when she struck the empress?" was 
the question asked. 

“Between eleven and twelve mes 
an hour,” called back the pllot. 

“Was the collision due to the fox?” 
was the next question. 

. “I think so,” replicd the man on the 
bridge, 

“Did the Storstad answer Uhe &.e- 
nals of the Wmpress?” 

“I do not know about that,” 

Bears Marks of Collision, 

The Storstad bore the marks of her 
encounter with the big liner, ifer 
bow was buckled, at least three feet 
of the nose being twisted to port, Her 
anchors had cut thelr way through 
the heavy steel plates, like a can-open- 
er through @ sardine tin, 

Thé rail had been torn away and 
huge plates of steel bent and twisted 
lay piled on the deck just at the bow. 
The swaps are high about the water- 
line, Nevertheless the Storstad) un- 
doubtedly was partially disabled and 
is making way very slowly with the 
assistance of the government steamer 
Lord Strathcona, which is convoying 
her on the port side She will arrive

TRAGIC HOMECOMING 
FOR SALVATION ARMY 


Scenes of Infinite Pathos Wit- 
nessed at Montreal on Arrival 
of Train 


Montreal, May 30.—It was a tragic 
homecoming for those of the Salva- 
tion Army who were on the Empress 
and return to tell the story. 

Of the 176 members of the Army 
who left on the Empress, only 22 are 
alive today, ah@ of these 17 arrived 
by the C.P.R,*at 6.30 this morning. 
They and the other survivors on the 
train were thé first to reach Montreal 
since the disaster, 

It goes without saying that the 
scene when the train puled into the 
station was one of infinite pathos. 
There’ was ‘qrite’® large’ party of Sal- 
vationists waiting for the train, and 
they all spoke of the terrivie plow 
to the Army in Canada, terrible in its 
suddenness, taking a* *ne sweep three 
out of the five members of the govern- 
ing council of the Salvation Army in 
Canada. The three lost, so far as is 
known to the present, are Commis- 
sioner Rees, Col, Maidment and Brig-! 
adier Potter. 

Walked Into Sea. 

“It was just like walking down the 
beach into the sea, As the boat went 
over we clingbed over the taffrail and 
slid down the stanchion on to the 
pilates and waiked into the sea.” In 
this matter of fact manner did J, 1. 
Dunean, of England, descrive how he 
left his cabin on the promenade deck 
in his pyjamas, and how ne parted 
company with the ship. When asked 
by a reporter what he had to say 
about the disaster, he replied: “There 
is nothing to tell, it was aif over in 
fifteen minutes, The signals woke me 
up and I lay in my berth amidships on 
the starboard side. That was the side 
the collier ran into us, but she was a 
low boat, and sé my cabin was not 
crushed in like an eggshell as were 
some of those immediately below me. 
Directly the collision oceurred § the 
Empress began te list and | imme- 
diately went on deck.”
